OUR CONTRIBUTORS 

Mr. I^laherty is a mining engineer by profession. It was while engaged in iron-ore 
exploration for Sir William Mackenzie, president of the Canadian Northern Railway, 
that the Belcher Islands were discovered and surveyed. During the course of his four 
expeditions, covering a period of six years (1910-16), Mr. Flaherty visited most of the 
Hudson Bay region, the Ungava Peninsula of Labrador, and southern Baffin Islsmd. 
His routes are shown on the map on p. 434. 

Professor Saville, of the Museum of the American Indian, Heye Foundation, New York, 
who has added some words of his own to the account of the Guatemala earthquake 
here published, which was given him by a resident of that city, is professor of arche- 
ology at Columbia University. He has made extensive explorations in Central America 
and Yucatan. 

Professor Cvijic is the foremost geographer of Serbia. He is professor of geography at the 
University of Belgrade. Since the invasion of his native land he has been residing in 
Paris, where he is giving courses at the Sorbonne. Professor Cvijic's numerous re- 
searches deal with both the physical and the human geography of the Balkan Peninsula. 
Among the latter may be mentioned a ten-volume series entided " The Population of 
the Serbian Lands" (Acad, of Sciences, Belgrade, 1902-14), published in collaboration 
with his students, which stresses the importance of the internal migrations of the South 
Slavs as the key to an understanding of their present distribution and condition. 
Professor Cvijic's name is pronounced Tzviyi^ — to use the system of transliteration 
applied to the map accompanying his article — in which the iy represents the sound of 
t in a careful pronunciation of " creature ". 

Dr. Huntington is research associate in geography at Yale University. Dr. Huntington 
has especially studied the question of secular changes in climate and their influence on 
civilization. His explorations have been mainly in Syria, Asia Minor, Persia, and 
Turkestan. Besides numerous papers he has written " A Geological and Physio- 
graphical Reconnaissance in Central Turkestan ; The Basin of Eastern Persia and 
Sistan " (Carnegie Insl. Puhl. 26); " The Pulse of Asia " (1907) ; " Palestine and Its 
Transformation" (1911); "The Climatic Factor as Illustrated in Arid America" 
(Carnegie IraU Puhl. 192); "Civilization and Climate" (1915). 

Professor Jefferson is professor of geography at the State Normal College, Ypsilanti, 
Michigan. His studies deal especially with human geography, particularly with the 
distribution of population. Among his numerous papers and publications may be 
mentioned: The Antfaropography of Some Great Cities (Bull. Amer. Geogr. Soc, 
VoL 41, 1909); The Culture of the Nations (Ibid., Vol. 43, 1911); Utah, The 
Oasis at the Foot of the Wasatch (Geo^. Rev., May, 1916); The Distribution of 
British Cities, and the Empire (ibid., Nov., 1917); Teachers' Geography: Man and 
riimaf» (1911); Notes on the Geography of Europe (1917).
